China warning after US 
missile defence plans 


BEIJING (AFP) - China 
warned against the bolstering 
of military power and urged 
caution yesterday after the US 
announced it would increase 
its missile defences in response 
to threats from North Korea. 

"All measures seeking to 
increase military capacities 
will only intensify antagonism 
and will not help to solve the 
problem," foreign ministry 
spokesman Hong Lei said 
when asked about the US plans 
announced on Friday. 

"We hope that the relevant 
parties will... adopt a responsi¬ 
ble attitude and deal with this 
issue in a cautious manner," he 
said, adding: "China has al¬ 
ways sought to prevent missile 
proliferation." 

His remarks came days 
after US Defense Secretary 
Chuck Hagel vowed to in¬ 


crease by almost half the num¬ 
ber of interceptors stationed in 
Alaska, following Pyong¬ 
yang’s threat of a "pre-emp¬ 
tive" nuclear attack against its 
arch-foe. He also confirmed 
plans to increase missile de¬ 
fence facilities in Japan. 

China is North Korea’s sole 
major ally and main trading 
partner. But it has repeatedly 
expressed opposition to Py¬ 
ongyang’s nuclear program 
and has voted to support sanc¬ 
tions at the United Nations, 
while urging diplomatic solu¬ 
tions. 

Analysts say China above 
all values political stability in 
North Korea, fearful of a po¬ 
tential influx of migrants and a 
united Korean peninsula with 
a US military presence which 
might follow the collapse of 
the Pyongyang regime.

The tallest structure within the town of San 
Nicolas, after long years of neglect, stood 
proud and shining in the setting sun as the 
residents of Aruba’s eastern end gathered to 
celebrate the completion of this historic edi¬ 
fice on Friday evening, March 15. 

The unveiling of the "Watertoren," or 
Water Tower, erected in 1939 to provide 
water to the town of San Nicolas, was a fes¬ 
tive affair attended by island dignitaries and 
welcomed by the surrounding community. It 
marks the first of many projects promised by 
the current administration to revitalize inte¬ 
rest in Aruba’s east end for more than just its 
beaches. Aruba’s Minister of Finance, 

Telecommunications, Utilities and Energy, 

Mike de Meza, affirmed the necessity of pre¬ 
serving these monuments of island history 
for the next generation as well as the enjoy¬ 
ment of island visitors. 

The Water Tower is adorned at the sum¬ 
mit with the letters "LWV" which stand for 
"Landswatervoorziening," the original incar¬ 
nation of WEB, Aruba’s desalination plant. 

Prior to it being founded in Balashi, the is¬ 
land’s fresh water was obtained from wells 
and cisterns catching rain water.

LWV existed from 1931-1956, 
when it became the "Water- 
voorzieningsdienst" or "WVD” 
until 1961, and was then re¬ 
named Water-en Energiebedruf 
Aruba, "WEB" when it was 
combined with the island’s en¬ 
ergy producing plant. 


Restoration of Water Tower 
was a project of Aruba’s Mon¬ 
ument Bureau, under Director 
Yvonne Webb, who spoke for 
President Rene Kan in ex¬ 
pressing their satisfaction at 
the completion of the project 
"early and under budget." She 
thanked the principal sponsors, 
Aruba Airport Authority, 
SETAR N.V., Aruba’s national 
telecommunication company. 


W.E.B. N.V., and ELMAR 
N.V., the island’s power distri¬ 
bution entity. The financing 
was obtained by the Monu¬ 
ment Fund Foundation, repre¬ 
sented during the unveiling by 
Director Anne Witsenburg de 
Jong, which administrates 
Aruba’s landmarks 
and interfaces be¬ 
tween engineering, 
finance, historical 
background and 
cultural context. 

Addressing the 
San Nicolas com¬ 
munity during the 
opening event were 
the Minister of In¬

event, Michele Brooks, cur¬ 
rently with the government’s 
HR Department, read a touch¬ 
ing poem titled "Stranded in 
Time" by the town’s "Poet Lau¬ 
reate" Roland Peterson. His 
works often reflect on San 
Nicolas life, and what it was 
like to grow up in this multicul¬ 
tural and historic part of Aruba. 

Coming on the heels of the 
opening of the San Nicolas 
Community Museum, the 
Water Tower is a symbol of the 
revitalization of San Nicolas, its 
surroundings and economy. 
Both were welcomed and 
hailed by the residents as 
heralding a new era of interest 
in the town, which, like the 
Water Tower, has suffered some 
neglect over the past decades.

Police enforcing strict 
measures for traffic vioiators 


ORANJESTAD ~ Up to today 
there are motorists on our roads 
driving in total defiance of the 
traffic laws. These persons have 
to date not paid the required au¬ 
tomobile taxes and are without 
the new 2013 number plates, 
others have no valid drivers’ li¬ 
cense and still others are driving 
without the required car insur¬ 
ance or auto inspection certifi¬ 
cate. The Public Prosecutor is 
advising the general public that 
they intend to put an end to 
these flagrant violations and that 
the Police will be controlling in 
earnest as of today and that the 
sanctions will be severe. 

According to the revised 
traffic regulations, any automo¬ 
bile apprehended without the 
new license plates will be taken 
into custody by the Police. The 
Police may also confiscate a ve¬ 
hicle driven by someone who 
cannot show the auto inspection 
certificate or someone who is 
under the influence of alcohol. 
The Police may also confiscate 
a vehicle being driven without 
the required auto insurance or if 
the person is driving beyond the 
maximum speed limit per hour. 
Vehicles confiscated by the po¬ 
lice will be towed and stationed 
at the Police Station at Balashi. 

There are charges for towing 
and putting a vehicle in police 
custody. These charges will be 


for the account of the vehicle 
owner. The cost for towing a 
vehicle is Afls. 175 and the cus¬ 
tody charges are Afls.25 per 
day. In addition to these charges 
there are the fines for the traffic 
violations. The fine for not ha¬ 
ving the new number plates is 
Afls.200. A simple sum of the 
damages will look like this: 175 
+ 25 + 200, which will amount 
to a whopping Afls.400! Also, 
keep in mind that the vehicle 
will not be released to the 
owner until he can prove that all 
outstanding requirements have 
been fully met. 

Imagine if your vehicle was 
confiscated on the weekend, 
this means that your daily cus¬ 
tody charges will be at least 
three times more than normal 
since you will not be able to get 
the required documents and pay 
for the number plates during the 
weekend when every office is 
closed. 

Automobiles will also be 
towed away and placed in po¬ 
lice custody if these are parked 
in a no parking zone. The fine 
for a wrongly parked car is 
Afls. 175. On top of this fine the 
towing charges and the custody 
charge will be added . 

All in all it is wise to comply 
with all the traffic regulations 
and the requirements for own¬ 
ing and operating a vehicle.

$4 million in marijuana found 
on Santa Barbara beach

of Marijuana that washed up on Arroyo Camada Beach 
near Refugio State Beach. Narcotics detectives recov¬ 
ered 50 plastic-wrapped bales of marijuana, weighing ap¬ 
proximately 2,000 pounds(746kg), with an estimated 
street value of 4 million USD after a drug smuggling boat 
washed ashore. Upon arrival, investigators located an 
apparently abandoned 30 foot “Panga” style boat with 2 
outboard engines and more than 20 fuel containers on 
board. Investigators located a significant amount of evi¬ 
dence that was consistent with marijuana smuggling ac¬ 
tivities, including trash and debris that was strewn about 
the beach and nearby coastal access trails.

Hillary Clinton backs gay marriage 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Former US secretary of state 
Hillary Clinton, who may be 
eyeing a run in the 2016 pres¬ 
idential election, came off the 
sidelines yesterday and an¬ 
nounced her support for gay 
marriage. 

While Clinton pushed gay, 
lesbian and transgender 
(LGBT) rights during her 
four-year tenure as America's 
top diplomat, considering 
them human rights, she had 
not until now advocated for 
same-sex marriage. 

"LGBT Americans are our 
colleagues, our teachers, our 
soldiers, our friends, our 
loved ones. And they are full 
and equal citizens, and de¬ 
serve the rights of citizen¬ 
ship. That includes 
marriage," she says in a 
nearly six-minute video. 

"That's why I support mar¬ 
riage for lesbian and gay cou¬ 
ples. I support it personally 
and as a matter of policy and 


law, embedded in a broader 
effort to advance equality and 
opportunity for LGBT Amer¬ 
icans and all Americans." 

The video was released by 
the Human Rights Campaign, 
a civil rights organization 
working for gays rights. 

It came just days after 
Clinton's husband, former US 
president Bill Clinton, urged 
the Supreme Court to over¬ 
turn a bill he signed in 1996 
defining marriage as a union 
between a man and a woman, 
calling it "discriminatory." 

During her failed 2008 
White House bid, Hillary 
Clinton stopped short of en¬ 
dorsing gay marriage, favor¬ 
ing civil unions instead. 

In the video, she acknow¬ 
ledges that "like so many oth¬ 
ers my personal views have 
been shaped over time," say¬ 
ing they had been changed by 
conversations and personal 
experiences, as well as "by 
the guiding principles of my 


faith." 

"Marriage after all is a 
fundamental building block 
of our society, a great joy and 
yes, a great responsibility," 
Clinton says. "To deny the 
opportunity to any of our 
daughters and sons solely on 
the basis of who they are and 
who they love is to deny 
them the chance to live up to 
their own God-given poten¬ 
tial." 

Clinton stepped down on 
February 1, and polls show 
that if she throws her hat into 
the ring to be the Democratic 
Party nominee in the 2016 
election, she would have a 
strong edge over any other 
candidate. 

"She is in both parties 
right now by far, I think, the 
most interesting candidate, 
probably the strongest candi¬ 
date," Obama's former White 
House election aide David 
Plouffe said during a Sunday 
interview.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
United States yesterday em¬ 
phatically denied it was in¬ 
volved in any plot against 
Venezuelan opposition leader 
Henrique Capriles ahead of the 
April 14 presidential vote. 

"Let me say it here ex¬ 
tremely clearly... the United 
States categorically rejects al¬ 
legations of any US govern¬ 
ment involvement in any plots 
to destabilize the Venezuelan 
government or to harm anyone 
in Venezuela," State Depart¬ 
ment spokeswoman Victoria 
Nuland said. 

Capriles, whom the late 
president Hugo Chavez de¬ 
feated in October elections, is 
running in the upcoming elec¬ 
tion against Vice President 
Nicolas Maduro, Chavez’s 
handpicked successor. 

Maduro told the private 
Televen station at the weekend 
the US-planned plot aims to 
"blame the government" for an 
attack and "create chaos in 


Venezuela." 

He accused the CIA and the 
Pentagon, as well as former US 
diplomats Roger Noriega and 
Otto Reich, who also served as 
US ambassador to Venezuela, 
of planning the scheme. 

Maduro also alleged oppo¬ 
sition groups were involved. 


and vowed his government 
would provide "protection for 
all presidential candidates," 
and in particular Capriles. 

But Capriles, the governor 
of Miranda state, took to Twit¬ 
ter to say Maduro would be to 
blame for "anything that hap¬ 
pens."

Argentine president asks 
pope to mediate in 
Falklands 


VATICAN CITY (AFP) - Ar¬ 
gentine President Cristina 
Kirchner yesterday asked com¬ 
patriot Pope Francis to mediate 
in the Falkland Islands’ dispute 
with Britain at the new pon¬ 
tiffs first talks with a head of 
state, as world leaders flew in 
for his inauguration mass. 

"I asked his intervention to 
promote dialogue between the 
two sides," Kirchner told re¬ 
porters after meeting Latin 
America’s first pope in the Va¬ 
tican, warning against a gro¬ 
wing "militarisation" in the 
South Atlantic. 

Kirchner noted that Pope 
John Paul II had mediated in a 
similar dispute between Ar¬ 
gentina and Chile — when the 
two countries nearly went to 
war over the islands of the 
Beagle channel in 1978. 


Argentine media have 
quoted Francis, former arch¬ 
bishop of Buenos Aires Jorge 
Bergoglio, as telling reporters 
in 2011 that the Falklands, 
known as the Malvinas in Ar¬ 
gentina, are "ours". 

British Prime Minister 
David Cameron said Friday 
that he "respectfully" dis¬ 
agreed with those comments. 
In a referendum this month, 
99.8 percent of the Falkland is¬ 
lands’ inhabitants voted to re¬ 
main British. The sparsely 
populated archipelago trig¬ 
gered a war between Britain 
and Argentina in 1982. 

"We have a very different 
historic opportunity now, 
much more favourable. In both 
countries, Britain and Ar¬ 
gentina, there are democra¬ 
cies," Kirchner said. 


Heavy rains leave 13 dead 
in Brazil 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AFP) - 
Landslides triggered by heavy 
rains have killed 13 people 
over the past 24 hours in the 
Brazilian tourist town of Pe- 
tropolis, an official said yester¬ 
day. 

"We are in a state of maxi¬ 
mum alert," Rio state governor 
Sergio Cabral told a news as 
he updated the death toll from 
10. 

He urged residents to leave 
high risk areas and to seek 
refuge in shelters provided by 
city authorities amid worsen¬ 
ing downpours. 

Brazilian President Dilma 
Rousseff, in Rome to attend 
Tuesday’s installment of Pope 
Francis, called Cabral to offer 
federal help to deal with the 
impact of the flooding, her of¬ 
fice said. 

Sergio Simoes, the Rio state 
civil defense secretary, de¬ 


scribed the situation in the 
town, where emperor Pedro II 
and his court used to spend the 
summer, as "very serious." 

"The continuing rains 
heighten the risks of mud¬ 
slides. There are many vulner¬ 
able areas in the mountainous 
region and as a result we are 
very concerned," he said. 

Up to 390 millimeters (15 
inches) of rain have fallen in 
some city districts in the past 
24 hours, when only 270 mil¬ 
limeters were anticipated for 
all of March. 

Petropolis Mayor Rubens 
Bomtempo urged residents to 
remain indoors and warned of 
the possibility of more land¬ 
slides. 

A civil defense statement 
said the rains also affected 
other Rio state towns, includ¬ 
ing Angra dos Reis, Mangarat- 
iba, Niteroi and Teresopolis. 


Cuba declares holiday on Good Friday 


HAVANA (AFP) - Cuba’s 
communist government yes¬ 
terday declared a holiday on 
Good Friday for the second 
year in a row without mentio¬ 
ning the day’s religious signi¬ 
ficance to Christians. 

The gesture came days 
after President Raul Castro 
welcomed the appointment of 
Pope Francis as the first-ever 
Latin American pontiff, and 


follows a thawing in relations 
between communist Cuba 
and the church in recent 
years. 

Last year the Cuban go¬ 
vernment observed a holiday 
on Good Friday, which com¬ 
memorates Jesus’s crucifix¬ 
ion, as an "exceptional" 
gesture following a request 
by Pope Benedict XVI, who 
had just visited the island in 


March. 

"The leadership of the 
country has approved a pause 
in work activities on Friday, 
March 29," the Communist 
Party daily Granma said yes¬ 
terday. Certain sectors were 
excluded from the decree. 

The Cuban conference of 
bishops welcomed the an¬ 
nouncement.

Kidney disease on Aruba 
is alarming! 



Parental concerns rise 
over HPV vaccine: study 


On World Kidney Day, Hospi¬ 
tal director, Jaime Falconi, 
along with Nephrologists Dr. 
Ann Colson and Dr. Romeo 
Kock, took time out to share in¬ 
formation concerning the situa¬ 
tion of Kidney disease on 
Aruba. 

According to Dr. Falconi, 
the situation on Aruba is alarm¬ 
ing, better said dramatic. Aruba 
is fifth on the list of countries in 
the world with such a high per¬ 
centage of patients needing 
dialysis, and every month two 
or three new cases are being di¬ 
agnosed. This means that even 
with the expansion of two cen¬ 
ters for dialysis, which is cur¬ 
rently taking place, by 2014 we 
will not have the capacity for 
dialysis of all patients on 
Aruba. Currently there are 8 to 
9 patients who have been sent 
abroad for treatment, simply 
because we do not have the 
amount of required chairs to ac¬ 
commodate all patients. 

Aruba has 150 to 160 pa¬ 
tients receiving dialysis. Fact is 
that about 85% of these patients 
reach their doctor much too late 
and the only option left is to 
begin dialysis treatment, either 
at home at the Hospital or at 
Clinica Posada. Clinica Posada 
was recently aquired by 
IMSAN and will soon be 
moved to SanNicolaas, accord¬ 
ing to Dr. Falconi. 


The Kidneys are very im¬ 
portant organs and in the major¬ 
ity of cases when a person 
begins to feel sick it is probably 
already too late to bring about a 
cure and the patient is required 
to begin dialysis. 

When the Kidneys are no 
longer functioning, if not 
treated the person will die in a 
relatively short time and the 
treatment to keep them alive is 
dialysis. 

The doctors advice that 
since the majority of Kidney 
patients are also diabetic and/or 
suffer from hypertension, they 
must be aware of the situation 
and take their medications ex¬ 
actly as prescribed and do reg¬ 
ular medical controls. 

It is very important for per¬ 
sons who fall into the risk group 
for suffering from Kidney dis¬ 


ease to take their situation seri¬ 
ously. They should take the sim¬ 
ple blood and urine tests to 
detect whatever problem early 
enough. In this way, their pri¬ 
mary care physician can deal 
with whatever challenges in 
time to avoid dialysis. Dialysis 
can have a major impact on the 
life of a person, as well as the 
cost of treatment being ex¬ 
tremely expensive for the 
budget of the health department. 

Dr. Kock says,..."live a 
healthy life and eat healthy to 
maintain a healthy body." It re¬ 
quires the cooperation of every¬ 
one, including primary care 
physicians and other health 
providers, but especially and 
primarily the patient in order to 
prevent damage to the Kidneys 
and a life tied to a dialysis pro¬ 
gram. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
growing number of US par¬ 
ents oppose doctors' recom¬ 
mendations to vaccinate 
teenage girls against human 
papillomavirus (HPV), the 
main cause of cervical can¬ 
cer, a study said Monday. 

Parents cited reasons such 
as believing their child was 
too young or not sexually ac¬ 
tive, concerns about safety 
and side effects, or lack of 
knowledge about the vaccine, 
said the study in the journal 
Pediatrics. 

In 2008,40 percent of par¬ 
ents surveyed said they did 
not want the HPV vaccine for 
their daughters. In 2010, that 
figure rose to 44 percent. 

"That's the opposite direc¬ 
tion that rate should be 
going," said senior researcher 
Robert Jacobson, a pediatri¬ 
cian with the Mayo Clinic 
Children's Center, noting that 
studies have continually 
shown the HPV vaccine to be 
safe and effective. 

"HPV causes essentially 
100 percent of cervical can¬ 
cer and 50 percent of all 
Americans get infected at 
least once with HPV. It's a 
silent infection. You cannot 
tell when you've been ex¬ 
posed or when you have it," 
he said. 

"While most HPV infec¬ 
tions clear, a percentage 
linger and start the process of 
cancerous changes. The HPV 


vaccine is an anti-cancer vac¬ 
cine." 

Still, the number of young 
women getting vaccinated is 
on the rise — 16 percent of 
teenage girls in 2008 com¬ 
pared to one third in 2010, 
said the study. 

The analysis came from 
national vaccination data for 
those age 13 to 17 in the 
2008-10 National Immuniza¬ 
tion Survey of Teens. 

The US Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
recommends that girls and 
boys age 11 to 12 get vacci¬ 
nated against HPV, as well as 
women up to age 26 and men 
up to age 21 if they were not 
vaccinated when they were 
younger. 

The CDC also recom¬ 
mends the HPV vaccine — 
which is typically adminis¬ 
tered in three separate shots 
over six months — for men 
who have sex with men. 

HPV vaccines are "safe 
and effective" and have been 
"tested in thousands of peo¬ 
ple around the world," the 
CDC said on its website. 

"These studies showed no 
serious side effects. Com¬ 
mon, mild side effects in¬ 
cluded pain where the shot 
was given, fever, headache 
and nausea." 

HPV has been linked to 
cervical cancer, genital warts 
and cancers of the penis, anus 
and throat.

Japan's Fujitsu says 
smartphones can take 
your pulse 


TOKYO, March 18, 2013 
(AFP) - A smartphone that 
can take the pulse of a user 
just by looking at his or her 
face was unveiled in Japan on 
Monday. 

Technology giant Fujitsu 
plans to put the invention to 
practical use within a year, 
enabling people at work or at 
home to track their health and 
collect data for analysis with¬ 
out wearing special devices. 

The smartphone works by 
measuring variations in the 
brightness of a person's face 
caused by the flow of blood. 

Researchers say countless 
tiny blood vessels run through 
the face, enabling monitoring 
of haemoglobin which ab¬ 
sorbs green light. Haemoglo¬ 
bin is a protein found in red 
blood cells that contains iron 
and transports oxygen. 

Simply pointing a camera 
at a person's face for as little 


as five seconds will enable 
pulse-taking, while the tech¬ 
nology automatically filters 
out the effect of head move¬ 
ments or changes caused by 
standing up quickly. 

"Even at a busy work¬ 
place, or any time a person is 
sitting in front of a PC, 
whether for teleconferencing 
or writing e-mails, their pulse 
can be measured during brief 
moments of quiet," the com¬ 
pany said in a press release. 

"At home, a camera built 
into a TV can measure the 
pulse of people relaxing in 
front of it, or a mirror, for 
when people are getting 
ready in the morning," it said. 

"Pulse detectors built into 
gates at event sites or control 
points at airports could be a 
possible security application 
by detecting people in ill 
health and people acting sus¬ 
piciously."

Scientists find active 

community at Earth's 
deepest spot 

PARIS, (AFP) - Scientists 
said Sunday they had dis¬ 
covered an unexpectedly 
large and active community 
of single-cell organisms liv¬ 
ing on the Pacific sea floor at 
the deepest site on Earth. 

The "surprisingly active" 
community of microbes ex¬ 
ists about 11 kilometres 
(seven miles) below sea 
level in the Mariana Trench, 
one of the world's most inac¬ 
cessible places, some 200 
miles southwest of the Pa¬ 
cific island of Guam. 

Surprisingly, researchers 
found the trench housed al¬ 
most 10 times more bacteria 
than a nearby six-kilometre 
deep site, living on organic 
waste from dead sea ani¬ 
mals, algae and other mi¬ 
crobes that settle on the 
ocean floor. 

Many scientists had 
thought that the deeper the 
floor below sea level, the 
more deprived it would be of 
food - which has to float all 
the way from the oxygen-rich 
surface to the bottom of the 
ocean.

Web pioneers win 
inaugurai $1.5 mn 
engineering prize 

LONDON (AFP) - Five engi¬ 
neers who helped create the In¬ 
ternet were on Monday 
awarded a $1.5 million prize 
which British organisers hope 
will come to be seen as equiva¬ 
lent to a Nobel prize for engi¬ 
neering. 

Robert Kahn, Vinton Cerf 
and Marc Andreessen of the 
United States will share the 
first ever £1 million (1.2 mil¬ 
lion euro) Queen Elizabeth 
Prize for Engineering with 
Louis Pouzin of France and 
Tim Berners-Lee of Britain. 

"The emergence of the In¬ 
ternet and the web involved 
many teams of people all over 
the world," said Alec Broers, 
chair of the judging panel. 

"However, these five vision¬ 
ary engineers, never before ho¬ 
noured together as a group, led 
the key developments that 
shaped the Internet and web as 
a coherent system and brought 
them into public use." 

Britain's Queen Elizabeth II, 
who gives her name to the 
prize, will present the award to 
the winners in a formal cere¬ 
mony in London in June. 

Organisers said Kahn, Cerf 
and Pouzin had made "semi¬ 
nal" contributions to the design 
and protocols that make up the 
fundamental architecture of the 
Internet. 

Berners-Lee invented the 
World Wide Web, the informa¬ 
tion-sharing system built on top 
of the Internet which allows us 
to use it in the way we do 
today. 

Andreessen, meanwhile, 
created the first widely-used 
web browser, Mosaic. 

Microsoft founder Bill 
Gates was among those who 
pushed for the inaugural prize 
to be granted to Internet pio¬ 
neers. 

"It would be difficult to 
point to any significant human 
endeavour that has not been 
touched profoundly through the 
invention and deployment of 
the Internet," he said. 

Around a third of the 
world's population use the In¬ 
ternet today, according to UN 
figures.

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Oil prices slide on Cyprus bailout 


Fed likely to stay course 
as Cyprus roils markets 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Federal Reserve looked set to 
keep its loose monetary policy 
in place this week as a shock 
Cyprus plan to seize bank de¬ 
posits stoked fears of a reignit¬ 
ing eurozone banking crisis. 

The Fed was widely ex¬ 
pected to announce tomorrow, 
after a two-day policy meeting, 
that it will continue to pump 
$85 billion a month into bond 
purchases to support the US 
economy. 

The Federal Open Market 
Committee also was all but 
certain to reiterate that its 
record-low interest rate, be¬ 
tween zero and 0.25 percent, 
would remain until the labor 
market improves "substan¬ 
tially" in a context of price sta¬ 
bility around 2.0 percent. 

Despite a string of encou¬ 
raging data, particularly in jobs 
growth and the housing mar¬ 
ket, the economy remains too 
tepid for the FOMC policy 
makers to change course now, 
analysts say. 

Gross domestic product 
growth was merely 0.1 percent 
in the fourth quarter and al¬ 
though there are signs it has 
picked up, momentum was 
"modest to moderate" recently, 
according to the latest Fed 
Beige Book. 

Nevertheless, the minutes 
of the January FOMC meeting 
revealed some participants 
were concerned about the costs 


and the risks of the accom¬ 
modative monetary policy, 
saying it could spark a jump in 
inflation. 

Fed watchers were ex¬ 
pected to pore over the FOMC 
statement for any sign the Fed 
may be looking more closely 
at winding down the stimulus. 

The FOMC meeting that 
opens today is the first since 
the government’s massive 
across-the-board spending cuts 
kicked in on March 1. 

The impact of the so-called 
"sequester" spending cuts was 
not immediately clear, but they 
could lead the FOMC to revise 
downward their projections for 
2013 growth when they release 
new forecasts tomorrow, Bar¬ 
clays analysts said. 

Economists estimate that 
the fully implemented cuts — 
slashing $85 billion over seven 
months — will drain about a 
0.5 percentage point from US 
growth this year. 

With unemployment still a 
high 7.7 percent, the cuts could 
also cost some 750,000 jobs, 
the White House estimates. 
Fed chairman Ben Bernanke 
has repeatedly defended the 
central bank’s accommodative 
policy as necessary as long as 
unemployment remains high. 

Meanwhile the fresh 
Cyprus turmoil could keep the 
FOMC focused on the ongoing 
risks of the European financial 
crisis to the US economy. 


LONDON (AFP) - Oil prices 
slumped yesterday on weak de¬ 
mand concerns and fears of an 
escalation in the eurozone debt 
crisis after bloc member 
Cyprus said it planned to tax 
bank deposits to raise bailout 
cash, analysts said.

HSBC mulls 
thousands 
more job cuts 

LONDON (AFP) - HSBC 
could cut up to another 5,000 
jobs as Europe’s biggest bank 
looks to find further savings, 
the Financial Times reported 
yesterday. 

The business daily said 
HSBC — Europe’s largest 
bank by market value — was 
set to outline the next stage of 
a strategic overhaul at an in¬ 
vestor day in May. 

Cutting 5,000 posts would 
help the London-headquar¬ 
tered lender make savings of 
$1.0 billion (774 million 
euros) — a target chief execu¬ 
tive Stuart Gulliver wants to 
achieve this year. 

Earlier this month, HSBC 
announced that it had ex¬ 
ceeded its target of saving up 
to $3.5 billion over two years 
— by axing 30,000 jobs glob¬ 
ally. At the same time, it said 
that group net profit sank 16.5 
percent to $14.03 billion in 
2012, hit by US money-laun¬ 
dering fines, mis-selling scan¬ 
dals, rising tax costs and a 
huge accounting charge. 

Founded in Hong Kong, 
HSBC currently sees Asia as 
its main market. 


10 billion-euro ($ 13-billion) 
bailout deal for Cyprus, the 
fifth eurozone member to be 
saved from bankruptcy. 

Under the deal, deposits of 
more than 100,000 euros could 
be hit with a 9.9-percent charge 
and one of 6.75 percent for 
anything below the threshold.

Europe’s two top economies 
yesterday insisted that it was 
Cyprus’s proposal to slap a levy 
on all Cypriot bank savings 
under an EU bailout deal and 
appeared to suggest it review 
the contested plan.

94,000 sales, beating Seottish 
roekers Biffy Clyro’s "Oppo¬ 
sites" whieh sold 71,600 
eopies when it was released in 
January. 

The last time Bowie topped 
the eharts was in 1993 with 
"Blaek Tie White Noise". 

Rumours had eireulated 
that the musieian was suffer¬ 
ing from health problems and 
had retired with his wife and 
daughter in New York. 

The album was deseribed 
by Britain’s Independent 
newspaper as "the greatest 
eomebaek album in roek’n’roll 
history".

Bradshaw, 32, and 35-year- 
old Liverpool deny eharges of 
eonspiraey to murder, eonspir- 
aey to eause grievous bodily 
harm and eonspiraey to rob. 

"This ease is about a deei- 
sion by a group of individuals, 
of whieh these defendants are 
two, to rob and kill Joss 
Stone," proseeutor Simon 
Morgan told the jury. 

He deseribed Stone, best 
known for hits ineluding 
"Super Duper Love" and "Fell 
In Love With A Boy", as "an 
extremely wealthy young 
woman". 

The trial is due to last for 
around three weeks.

SAN FRANCISCO (AFP) - 
Alex Rios blasted a two-run 
homer and Mike Aviles hit an 
RBI single as Puerto Rico 


upset two-time defending 
champion Japan 3-1 in the 
semi-finals of the World 
Baseball Classic on Sunday. 


Aviles batted two-for- 
three and scored a run for 
Puerto Rico who managed to 
hold off an eighth-inning 
rally by the Japanese to reach 
their first World Baseball 
Classic final. 

"Coming here and being 
the first team to eliminate 
Japan means a lot," said 
Puerto Rico manager Edwin 
Rodriguez. "This win is huge. 
It is a huge performance and 
a huge accomplishment for 
the people of Puerto Rico." 

Puerto Rico pitcher Fer¬ 
nando Cabrera got Kazuo 
Matsui to fly out to centre 
field for the final out of the 
game, touching off a wild 
celebration by the Puerto Ri¬ 
cans who piled onto each 
other in front of home plate. 

Puerto Rico will face ei¬ 
ther the Dominican Republic 
or the Netherlands in today's 
championship game. 

This was their third game 
in as many days as they 
earned a spot in the final with 
a dynamic 4-3 win over the 
USA on Friday but they 
couldn't carry that momentum 
over into Saturday, losing 2-0 
to the Dominicans in Miami. 

Japan hit eight homers in 
their first six games but they 
couldn't generate much of¬ 
fence against Puerto Rico's 
pitching staff on Sunday, fin¬ 
ishing with just six hits and 
leaving 13 men on base in 
front of a crowd of 33,683 at 
AT&T park. 

"The opponent was a great 
team today," said Japan man¬ 
ager Koji Yamamoto. "The 
hitters were good, the pitch¬ 
ers were really good. So it 
was really hard to find an op¬ 
portunity. Today our oppo¬ 
nent was better." 

Japan won their first two 
World Baseball Classics with 
dominant pitching as ace 
Daisuke Matsuzaka was 
named tournament MVP in 
both 2006 and 2009. 


PARIS(AFP) - David Beck¬ 
ham is out in front as the high¬ 
est-paid player in world 
football, according to a report 
that appears in Tuesday's edi¬ 
tion of France Football maga¬ 
zine. 

The veteran Englishman, 
who joined Paris Saint-Ger¬ 
main in January on a short¬ 
term deal until the end of the 
season, is nearing the end of 
his playing career but still 
comes in ahead of world 
player of the year Lionel Messi 
and prolific Real Madrid star 
Cristiano Ronaldo. 

France Football report that 
Beckham will earn 36 million 
euros ($46.7m, £30.9m) in 
2012-13, leaving him just 
ahead of four-time Ballon d'Or 
winner Messi. 

Beckham, who left the Los 
Angeles Galaxy in December, 
is reported to have earned an 
annual salary of 1.7 million 


euros, with his income supple¬ 
mented by 1.3 million euros in 
bonuses and some 33 million 
euros from other sources, in¬ 
cluding advertising deals. 

The 37-year-old Beckham 
revealed after signing for PSG 
that all money due to him from 
his contract with the French gi¬ 
ants would be donated to char- 
ity. 

In contrast, Messi's income 
of 35 million euros includes 13 
million in salary and bonuses, 
with the remainder coming 
from advertising and other 
sources. 

Ronaldo comes in third, 
with total income reaching 30 
million euros, including 13.5 
million euros from salary and 
bonuses. 

The magazine also reports 
that Real Madrid coach Jose 
Mourinho is the best-paid 
coach in the world game, earn¬ 
ing 14 million euros a year.

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NCAA 2013 Predictions: Indiana, Louisville, poised 
to make Final Four runs in March Madness 



March Madness is in full 
swing this week, as the 2013 
NCAA Tournament officially 
gets underway today. 

Sixty-eight teams have a 
chance to win the national 
championship, starting with 
the four first-round games on 
Tuesday and Wednesday. 

Several teams seem to 
have a good chance of reach¬ 
ing the Final Four due to an 
absence of dominant teams 
this year. The Top 25 has 
changed week to week, with 
the No.l team losing every 
week for over a month. 

Here follows predicted 
winners for each region, as 
well the Final Four in April. 
Midwest: Louisville 
It’s not hard to see why the 
Cardinals were chosen as the 
top overall seed in the touma- 
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ment. Louisville finished the 
regular season tied with 
Georgetown and Marquette 
for the best record in the Big 
East, which is probably the 
best conference in the country. 

Other than a three-game 
losing streak in late January, 
the Cardinals have been vir¬ 
tually unbeatable. All of their 
losses came to tournament 
teams, and none of their five 
defeats came by more than 
nine points. Duke was the 
only non-conference loss on 
Louisville’s schedule. 

Not only is Louisville’s 
overall body of work as im¬ 
pressive as anybody’s, but it 
would be hard to find a team 
that is currently playing bet¬ 
ter. The Cardinals have won 
their last 10 games, including 
six in a row against teams in 
the field of 68. 

Louisville is comprised of 
mostly veterans, led by jun¬ 
iors Gorgui Dieng and Russ 
Smith. Senior Peyton Siva is 
second on the team with 31.4 
minutes per game, and unlike 
last year’s Kentucky team 
that won the title, they don’t 
rely on any freshman. 

The Cardinals don’t have 
an easy draw to the Final 
Four. With teams like Duke, 
Michigan State and Saint 
Louis in their bracket, 
Louisville could have a few 
close calls on their way to At¬ 
lanta. However, Rick Pitino’s 
club probably has the best 
chance to cut down the nets 
on April 8. 

West: New Mexico 

The No.3 seed Lobos have 


been one of the 
most consistent 
teams in the 
nation all sea¬ 
son long. At 
29-5, New 
Mexico never 
suffered two 
losses consecu¬ 
tively, and fell 
to Air Force by 
one point in 
their only loss to a team that 
didn’t make the tourney. 

Despite not playing in one 
of the major conferences. 
New Mexico showed that 
they can hang with the best 
teams in the country. They 
won all of their games 
against ranked opponents, de¬ 
feating Connecticut, Cincin¬ 
nati, UNLV, and Colorado 
State when they were ranked 
in the top 25. The lobos are 
also undefeated when playing 
on a neutral court. 

New Mexico is very deep, 
with nine players averaging 
over 14 minutes per contest. 
They also have seven-footer 
Alex Kirk in the middle, with 
whom most teams will have 
trouble matching up against. 

Gonzaga has the top seed 
in the region, but the club has 
shown in recent years that it 
is prone to upsets. Usually 
one of the best teams in the 
country, Gonzaga has made 
the NCAA Tournament every 
year since 1999, but always 
failed to reach the Final Four. 

South: Georgetown 

Before their overtime loss 
to Syracuse in the Big East 
Tournament, the Hoyas had 
been playing just about as 
well as anyone. Suffering just 
two losses in the past two 
months, Georgetown has 
proven that they are a legiti¬ 
mate threat to win their first 
title since 1984. 

Georgetown certainly isn’t 
without its weaknesses. They 
are just 247th in Division 1 
basketball in both scoring 


and rebounding, and lost to 
12-19 USE Still the Hoyas 
are a tough matchup for any 
team. 

Otto Porter Jr. is one of the 
best players in the tourna¬ 
ment. The sophomore is av¬ 
eraging 16.3 points and 7.4 
rebounds per game on 49 per¬ 
cent shooting from the field. 
At 6’8, he’s extremely ath¬ 
letic and probably the team’s 
best defender. He helps lead 
a defense that allowed 50 or 
fewer points on 10 different 
occasions. 

Along with Porter, Market 
Starks can be deadly from be¬ 
hind the arc, hitting 42 per¬ 
cent of his three-pointers. 
Since the suspension of Greg 
Whittington, only six Hoya 
players play a significant 
number of minutes each 
game. Georgetown may not 
be the deepest team in the 
South, but their core is as 
good as anyone’s. 

The region may be the 
second-most difficult. No.l 
seed Kansas and No.3 seed 
Florida are considered two of 
the favorites to be crowned 
champions. Being the No.2 
seed, though, should give 
them a fairly easy draw to, at 
least, the Sweet Sixteen. 

East: Indiana 

The Hoosiers have hov¬ 
ered around the top of the 
polls for the entire 2013-2013 
college basketball season. 
The club has had a few mis¬ 
steps of late, losing three of 
their last six, but their wins 


against the likes of North 
Carolina, Michigan, Ohio 
State and Michigan State 
make their resume as good as 
any in the country. 

Indiana has proven to be 
an offensive juggernaut, av¬ 
eraging 80 points per game. 
They have deadly shooters in 
Christian Watford and Jordan 
Hulls. Junior Victor Oladipo 
is as efficient as they come, 
scoring 13.6 points a game on 
60 percent shooting. 

Cody Zeller might be the 
top player in the country. Av¬ 
eraging 16.9 points and 8.2 
rebounds, few teams will be 
able to contain the seven-foot 
sophomore. 

Miami may be the biggest 
threat to Indiana’s quest for a 
championship. The Hurri¬ 
canes, seemingly, played well 
enough to earn a No.l seed, 
finishing with the best record 
in the ACC and winning the 
conference tournament.
